CREED, UTILITIES HEAD, DIES 


Widely Known in Financial Circles 


SAN Aug. 6. Exclusive) —Wigginton E. Creed, 
of the Pacific Gas and Electric Company, director of various public utilities 
throughout the United States and one of the most widely known men in 
his field, died at his Piedmont home early today following u stroke of 
apoplexy suffered at noon yesterday. 
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te 
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Ever since 1915 when Creed, as 
aitorney for the People’s Water Com- 
pany of Oakland, became a vital fac- 
tor in the hectic affairs of the re- 
oi gantzation, he has been known as 
an authority on public service cor- 
porations. His readjustment of that 
organisation brought him its presi- 
dency. He remained such until 1917, 
when it was involved in another re- 
organization and merger out of 
which grew the East Bay Water 
Company. Creed was given the pres- 
idency of that company and held 
it until 1920 when he succeeded the 

te Frank Drum to the presidency 
of the Pacific Gas and Electric Com- 
peny. 

Creed was born in Fresno, Febru- 
ery 8, 1877. He was graduated from 
the University of California in 1898, 
started the practice of law here two 
years later and continued until] 1922 
when the pressure of his other at- 
fairs forced him to abandon his law 
prectice. 

In addition to holding the execu- 
tive reins of PF. G. and BE. Creed was 
president of the Columbia Steel 
Ccmpany. president of the C. A. 
Hooper Foundation, president of the 
Contra Costa County Bank, director 
of the Wells-Fargo Bank and Un- 
on Trust Company. the Associated 
Ou Company and the East Bay Wa- 
ter Company.

Dr. Rebecca Lee Dorsey, well-known 
Los Angeles physician, has won a de- 
cision whereby she is entitled, upon 
payment to the city of less than 
$55,000, to take title to real estate 
near San Pedro water front which 
is valued at more than $165,000, 

The opinion in her litigation with 
the city, which has been before the 
court in one form or another for 
more than seventeen years, has been 
written by Judge Bowren of the Su- 
perior Court. It directly affects $50,- 
000 worth of realty claimed by an- 


claimed by other 
not sued the city, but can do s0 
on the basis of Dr. Dorsey's victory. 
LAND CONDEMNED 

The quarrel started in 1910, when 
the city proposed to build a great 
warehousing plant in San Pedro. 
Suit to condemn the needed land was 
started, and resisted by ‘numerous 
property holders. Despite the fact 
that the law in those days did not 
include warehousing as a p in 
behalf of which a municipality might 
invoke the privilege of eminent do- 
main, the trial judge and jury gave 
the city a verdict allowing it to take 
the land upon payment to Dr. Dorsey 
of $53,338.10 and to William F. Don- 
egan, among others of $18,892.60. 

They took the money and the city 
took the land. Meantime two others 
appealed and won, on the tion 
that the city had no right to con- 
demn land for warehouse 
and that the court therefore had no 
jurisdiction in the case. After this 
Dr. Dorsey and Donegan sued to 
quiet title, tendering back the con- 
demnation awards. During the in- 
tervening years the city made no 


has stood vacant, the warehouse 


The case came to trial before Judge 


took it In his 
memorandum of opinion he speaks 
sharply of the city’s attitude. 


CITY CRITICISED 


“The city has not only failed to 
construct the warehouse t is now 
holding the land, taking advantage of 
the increase in value, possibly to 
make a private sale. Why should a 
municipal corporation reap the bene- 
at of an increase in the value of real 
estate through the exercise of emi- 
nent domain? How can the city take 
land by condemnation, hold it as if 
for speculative purposes, and refuse 
to restore it to the owners, 
who parted with their land reluct- 
antly and over their proper legal ob- 
jections.“ 

Since the land was condemned. San 
Pedro has developed to such an ex- 
tent that the realty is worth at least 
three times as much as it was then. 
Judge Bowren found that use of the 
land offset use of the money, so that 
Dr. Dorsey, to get her land back, has 
only to repay $53,338.10 without in- 
terest. Thus, including interest, she 
stands about $175,000 ahead on the 
transaction, and the city is out the. 
interest on its money, i to

A city may join the district 
at any time, but in the event of its 
joining after the expenditure of any 
money by the district, such city 
must bear its chare of those past 
expenditures. It is planned to have 
the court case testing the legality 
of the legislative act decided before 
any city is called upon to vote on 
the question of joining, so that in 
the event of a court decision hold- 
ing the act unconstitutional no city 
will have been put to needless ex- 
pense in holding an election. It was 
thought that by 1928 the court case 
will have been tried and decided.

UISANCE BREGULATIONS 

The tendency of officeholders to ar- 
range all official matters to suit their own 
personal convenience, without consulting the 
convenience of the public, is aptly illus- 
trated by a new health regulation recently 
passed by the City Council, which, it now 
appears, has put some 75 per cent of the 
grocers of Los Angeles in a quandary. 

This ordinance, ostensibly designed to 
provide inspection for all meat and fish 
markets, is iound to require that such mar- 
kets be closed before 6 a.m. and after 6:30 
p. m., except Saturdays, and on New Year's 
Day, Memorial Day, Independence Day, La- 
bor Day, Christmas Day and Sunday. No 
doubt the Health Department found an in- 
spection of such places necessary or at least 
desirable in the interest of public health, 
but no good reason appears why any par- 
ticular closing hours shoul4 be -required. 

Certainly it does not affect the public 
health to sell steak at 6 a.m. or at 7 p.m. 
any more than during the permitted hours. 
Was not this section of the ordinance writ- 
ten primarily so that the Health Mepartment 
inspectors might enjoy their holidays with 
no thought of their duties? 

The quandary of the grocers arises from 
the fact that about three-fourths of them 
handle meats and that under the ordinance, 
it will be lawful for them to keep half their 
businesse, open at such hours as they de- 
cide will best suit their customers, while 
the other half must be run according to 
the Healtu Department schedule.

GAIN THE BOYCOTT . 

Having failed to fix their label on 
the free workers of the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road Company the labor unions have start- 
ed a campaign of persecution against its 
employees and officials after the fashion of 
smalli-caliber intellects and in keeping with 
their usual methods, Unable to reach it 
with the strike weapon they are having 
recourse to the boycott. 

The following quotation from an editorial 
in the Cleveland Citizen is a fair sample of 
the propaganda used to create bad feeling 
against the Pennsylvania by the labor-union 
publicity bureaus: | 

Those who travel the railways that 

parallel the Pennsylvania should give 

preference to such roads as the New 

York Central and the Baltimore and 

Ohio, which deal fairly with their work- 

ers. 

The Cleveland Federationist. a local labor 
newspaper, instructs union men and sym- 
pathizers employed by shippers to solicit 
passengers and freight for the Saltimore 
and Ohio and to discourage patronage of the 
Pennsylvania. Labor-union committees call 
on merchants and urge them to travel and 
ship their freight via -the Baltimore and 
Ohio. Should the merchant refuse all union 
men walk out of his store and a campaign 
of boycott is started against him and his 
products among his buyers and customers. 

Since the American Federation of La- 
bor is behind this attempt to destroy 
the American plan of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad it can work through many 
affiliated unions and in various under- 
ground channels. It brings pressure to 
bear on union employees of every 
commercial company it can reach and 
makes their standing depend on their dis- 
crimination against the Pennsylvania and 
their solicitation of business for the Balti- 
more and Ohio. If these machinations suc- 
ceed the American Federation of Labor will 
‘receive a stimulus it badly needs at a time 
when its membership and influence are both 
on the down grade. 3 

It is unlikely that the American public 
will long countenance this attack on the 
principle of industrial democracy to which 
it owes its present enviable position. Both 
in the distribution of its stock and in the

the Pennsylvania Railroad Company repre- 
sents the whole people and no favored few. 
It uses its organization for the benefit of 
its workers—not the workers for the bene- 
fit of an organization—as does the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.

dents with the English and American 
studen*s there.

HUGO BALLIN MURALS 
IN MILTON GETZ HOME 


Twelve years ago Hugo Ballin, A. 
N. A. gave up painting completely. 
“never to t again.” This decision 
followed close on the completion of 
ceiling decorations in the 
executive chamber of the State capi- 
tol in Madison, Wis., of which Louis 
Untermeyer had written: 
er, this room will be one of the most 
striking things in America: 
take rank with the very finest imag- 
inative thought we have produced, 
and tm sheer force of color will sur- 
pass them all.” Still a young man, 
he hed behind him a career as artist 
that had brought him success and 
honors, a career dating back uninter- 
ruptedly to his eighth year, when he 
hed worked in the studio of Wyatt 
Eaton, a career entirely given up to 
the art of painting. Today, twelve

Thomas B. Clarke prize at the Na- 
tional Academy of Design for the 
best American figure composition. 
N = and periodicals repro- 
duced works copiously. To the 
general public, however, he is known 
as art director, director, and inde- 
pendent producer of motion pictures, 
for Ballin was the first artist of note 
to take a hand in screen ion, 
the first man to introduce the new 
lighting effects; and when he found 
it diMicult to realize his ideals in the 
Goldwyn harness, he produced some 
memorable pictures independently. 
“The Journey's End” and “Jane Eyre” 
are two of bis best works on the film 
that many will recall with pleasure, 
the latter being the first seven-reeler 
without a subtitle. 

After twelve years he decided thet 
he was working for the wrong taste 
and would go back to an art that al- 
lowed of contemplation as well as 
action. In the intervals of this busy 
life he had written four popular nov- 
els and in his fifth, as yet unpub- 
lished, found himself seriously em- 
broiled in the art of writing. I men- 
tion this because it seems significant 
of his progression. It was a fortunate 
conjunction that brought together 
Mr. and Mrs. Milton E. Getz as pat- 
rons, Gordon Kaufman, architect, 
and Hugo Ballin, mural painter. 
While during these years the artist 
had not painted yet was he secing 
life always with the painter's eye and 
painting pictures in his mind, end 
when this commission came along he 
found himself, as it were, fresh from 
a retreat and in the hands of the peo- 
ple who gave him his head. He rose 
to the opportunity and the Getz din- 
ing room will remain a monument to 
his return to painting, the art he 
fellow for the rest of his 
days.

WALL OF RELIGIONS 


Religion, as the mother of imagery, 
brought forth a flood of related ideas, 
to match. On this wall, 
@ on the others, Ballin crowded rich 
detail, handled often with miniature 
fineness which never ceases to be 
decorative, into the corners where it 
wou be least burdensome to the eye. 
Keeping the centers of each wall 
broad and simple. The scheme starts 
with the mustard seed, a symbol of 
the Far East; then an ascetic, turned 
blue-brown in the exercise of self- 
denial. Confucius, father of acade- 
mies, wears a sumptuous red hat 
which unites symbols of Bhuddist 
dogma and Confucianism. He is not 
disturbed by the white mouse on his 
shoulder—mice and men in his eyes 
mot being so far apart and the mouse 
a symbol of perseverance. A Chinese 
girl wears the hat of a warrior and 
carries upon her finger the white 
hawk of the East. The girl of Siam 
or India accompanies her religious 
chants on a lute on the stem whereof 
is a devil-god. Above this group, 
which, like all these groups, is easily 
and naturally arranged, rises the great 
wall of China. 

Over a curtained doorway Bhudda 
sleeps with his eyes open and the all- 
seeing eye in his forehead. Above 
him is the most widely worshiped of 
all Hindu gods, Ganesha, the ele- 
phant, the embodiment of success in 
life; and Surabhi, the cow of plenty, 
a feminine symbol of the teeming 
earth. The terrifying head of the 
god Bes, ever-present death. of Arab- 
lan origin, but found in Egypt, bounds 
this group, which ig treated seriously 
yet with a faint twinkle in the 
painter’s eye. A mythical goose, ve- 
hicle of the Indian gods, forms a rare 
decorative highlight, and all alone 
site a man who seems less happy 
than the ascetic or the girls. He is 
the philosopher, doubting all creeds, 
yet contemplating his own little idol. 

An old man, Mosaic law, counts on 
his ten fingers the commandments. 
He preaches the moral law to pagan

. By them stands a lovely, 
mysterious creature, e mother of 
the gods ot the Far East. From her 
were evolved many of the traditions 
of the Christian church. In her skirt 
hides a child—fear, origin religious 
explanation of phenomena. She is 
afraid of a turtle—the unknown. Here 
the panel is broken in the middle by 
@ rocky gorge. Above the torrent on 
@ ledge sits a starving saint encour- 
aged by the glowing figure of Inspira- 
tion bearing a crystal globe of life. 
All the prophets and saints are sym- 
bolized in this figure. In a tiny circle 
Adam and Eve are being driven from 
the garden. A dark medieval ser- 
pent with the body of a woman and 
head of the Gorgon offers the red ap- 
ple to Divine Inspiration. Here the 
wall is terminated by a group where- 
utmost beauty and workmanship 
in es Rennaissance Madonna of the 
partially hides the bronzed, agonized 
figure of a Byzantine Christ on the 
cross.

STARS MARK AMATEURS 
I noticed that the Massachusetts 
Golf Association holds to this 
form, but in 95 per cent of the open 
championships in America, run by 
sectional associations, cities or indi- 
vidual ca;bs, no such formulas are 
used. All the boys, amateurs as well 
as professionals, are set down as just 
“John Jones" and the amateurs are 
starred. This seems to be a more 
American way of doing it. 

There is a marked difference be- 
tween the spirit of the American 
fessionals and that of the British 
professionals when. a British cham- 
pionship is under way. There are 
always a large number of Americans 
in Britain, the amateurs, including 
enthusiastic spectators, far outnum- 
bering professional. These amateurs 
take the American onals right 
along with them and they join in 
parties on the boat and in the ho- 
tels at the championship. Stewart 
Maiden, professional at the East Lake 
Club in Atlanta, Bobby Jones's first 
golf instructor and his life-long 
friend, was in the party with Bobby 
and his father, which made the trip 
to Europe this summer. | 

I noticed in 1926, at I. 
and St. Anne's, that the British 
professionals were left entirely 
to themselves, with the excep- 
tion of George Dunean, who has 
many friends among American 
amateurs and professionals, and 

George spent most of his off- 

hours with the Americans. 

There is no doubt American ama- 
teurs encourage American profes- 
sionals, especially tn individuai clubs, 
more than the professionals are en- 
couraged in Great Britain, and that 
this makes our boys feel good and 
try hard. 

ATTITUDE CHANGING 

IT am inclined to think the atti- 
tude is changing somewhat in Great 
Britain. This was indicated when 
British golfers raised more than 615,- 
000 to send the British Ryder Cup 
team to America this summer. It 
was a fine thing for the British golf- 
ers to do and the boys on the team 
certainly appreciated it and did their 
best. The team was beaten, but no 
worse than the American team was

WHAT THE 1927 LEGISLATURE 
DID TO THE. MOTORIST” 


Tu is the seventh article on the motor vehicle law passed by the 
1927 Legislature prepared by Ivan Kelso, chief counsel of the Automo- 


bile Club of Southern California. 


lature became effective. It is now 
necessary to report all traffic acci- 
dents in which persons are killed or 
injured. When an accident has oc- 
curred within a city, the report 
should be made to the police depart- 
ment, which must forward a copy to 
Sacramento. When an accident has 
occurred in the county outside of a 
city, the report must be made direct 
to the Division of Motor Vehicles at 
Sacramento. One who fails to com- 
ply with this provision commits a 
misdemeanor and can de severely 
punished. Full co-operation is urged 
so that a true picture of the serious 
accident situation mar be obtained. 


Examination of Operators 

Hereafter all who apply for licensés 
to operate motor vehicles must pass 
an examination. Applicants must re- 
veal an ability to exercise ordinary 
care in the operation of a motor ve- 
hicle. Their hearing and eyesight 
will be tested and they must display a 
reasonable understanding of the rules 
as the operation of motor ve- 


Speed Limits 

While the lawful speed limit has 
been raised in the open districts to 
forty miles an hour it should be re- 
membered that an arrest for a lower 
speed than forty in the forty-mile dis- 
trict would be justified if life or 
property were actually endangered. In 
other words, the limit is still a safe 
and prudent speed, considering the 
circumstances. Any speed over the 
limit is evidence, not con- 


* 


clusive, but prima facie, of an unsafe 
and imprudent speed. Proof that 
life and limb were actually endan- 
gered would support a conviction, 
even though the speed were less than 
that permitted in the particular dis- 
trict.

The public garageman has a furth- 

er duty to discharge towurd tne mo- 


torist. Whenever a car has been left | 


with him for thirty days without his

This provision 
is designed to assist the police in lo- 
cating stolen cars which are put away 
until it is safe to move them.

Those suspicious characters who 
were caught tampering with a motor 
vehicle, but who never showed up in 
answer to their five days’ notice to ap- 
pear, have lost this opportunity to 
get away. The five days’ notice has 
been Ba gens from them and they may 
now locked up forthwith pending 
a hearing.

HERE are some great charac- 
terizations and there is some 
thrilling melodrama in “The Blood 


Ship.“ produced by Columbia Pic- 


tures, but one of the most amazing 
facts about this film is that it was 
made in seventeen days and at a 
cost not exceeding $75,000. Sea 
stories usually run into a few hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars, at 
least, and there have been several 
that have exceeded a million con- 
siderably. There may possibly have 
been less costly sea films made 
than “The Blood Ship,” but there 
have been comparatively few at 
anywhere near that figure, I be- 
lieve, as interesting. 

Naturally, the cost of a produc- 
tion isn’t going to be taken into 
account in the popular reception of 
“The Blood Ship,” but there is con- 
siderable also to be said on the side 
of its story and portrayals. The 
plot presents a share of blood- 
thirsty incidents that some persons 
may find rather lurid and repellent, 
but there is plenty of action, and an 
atmosphere of adventure for vigor- 
ous entertainment. 

In general outline, “The Blood 
Ship” reminds of “Behind the Door” 
and “The Sea Wolf.” It does not 
possess quite as compelling a story 
from a screen standpoint as either 


of the others, but it has a forceful 


tang none the less. 

Most of what happens in “The 
Blood Ship” hinges on a motif of 
revenge. In respect to the way this 
is carried out the picture is very 
much like “Behind the Door,” with 
the exception that it is a lashing 
and not a flaying that is adminis- 
tered to the villain. 

This villain is the captain of The 
Blood Ship. Ruthlessly brutal, he 
hangs men up by the hands who 
mutiny, and otherwise raises such 
havoc with the crew that the ship

This is the foreground for what 
happens aboard the ship, and there 
is a lot that does happen, There 
are a few spots where the plot 
drags, and one moment, a love 
scene, where it is reminiscent of 
“Old lronsides“ pilot wheel episode, 
but for the most part the unfold- 
ment is exciting enough to satisfy 
all those in quest of a new film 
thrill. There is some excellent pho- 
tography, too, where the ship's sails 
are shown unfurling, that gives the

EOPLE said how splendid it was that 
the doctor had come into his own dur- 
ing his lifetime.

It is quite sufficient 
when we have scrubbed-away the film of 
tartar which adheres to the enamel. 


But what of the gums, structures just as 
important as the teeth themselves?

Seldom are they scrubbed with the brush. 
Here is where the index finger comes in for 
its good work.

Given gums that are diseased and an en- 
vironment of decay, the child starts his 
second and permanent set under handicap. 

If you believe in dental care for later life, 
you should believe in it during childhood. 
Cavities should be fillled, the teeth periodi- 
cally cleaned and gum infections properly 
cared for.

mechanism for development when muscle 
growth is in an active stage. If the rapid- 
ly growing child has no big space to move 
in, he will squirm in a little space. He 
can’t help it, and if he could, it would be 
bad for him. 

“A class-room has got to make provision 
for this muscle activity of small children or 
make the children pay an overwhelming 
price. Paper and crayong, blocks—above 
all, blocks, -oportunities 4 dramatizing, 
all these play activities are such provisions. 

“The activity of small children is not a 
mere muscle necessity, Their thinking is 
in the first-hand sense-motor stage, what 


Piaget has called the ‘prelogical.’ Percep- 


tion with them brings its own compulsion. 
If their attention is really caught by a sight 
or a sound or a touch, their immediate im- 
pulse is to investigate; and to investigate 
by means of those incomparable tools—their 
own fingers and ears and eyes and noses.

“Another point he makes clear is the prob- 
lem of fuel supply, claiming that if the 
cooking of food keeps on there is bound to

“The people living in the vicinity of the 
cemetery know Yamashita to be a con- 
firmed grass-eater, and when they give a 
feast and invite him, they prepare a special 
dish to his liking. It is a Japanese custom 
to prepare a special feast at funeral cere- 
monies, and priests and friends of the family 
attending eat heartily of the delicacies 
served. On such occasions the grass-eater 
also has his meal, but always his is strictly 
raw food—finely chopped grass and weeds 
especially prepared. With greenish froth 
driveling at the corners of his mouth he 
munches his grass like a horse and appears 
to enjoy it thoroughly. 

“Many amusing stories are told about this 
remarkable old man and his peculiar diet. 

“One summer during a Buddhist celebra- 
tion he visited the house of a friend. Near 
the family Buddha altar was a plate of 
grass, and when the religious celebration 
was over the old man made a meal of it in 
the belief that it had been prepared for him. 


Later on it was found that the son of the 


friend had a firefly in that grass and the old 
man had unknowingly eaten that insect. 

“How he came to adopt his odd diet the 
oid man will not tell. It is known, however, 
that he did so thirty-three years ago just 
after leaving a prison where he had spent 
a term for wounding a fellow workman.

Poison Oak and ivy 
We cannot deal with the troubles of the 
summer without mentioning some of the 


fer very frequently from either poison ivy 
or poison oak. 

The susceptibility to these poisons de- 
pends entirely upon the individual. Some 
persons are so susceptible that they contract 
the inflammation even without touching the 
plant. Others can handle the plant freely 
and suffer no ill consequences. 

Eruptions following contact are more ir- 
ritating than dangerous. As far as I know, 
nobody has been known to die of poison oak. 
However, it is an exceedingly disagreeable 
infammation, one which could be avoided 
were we to build up the general health and 
resistance. 

Treatment 

If the inflammation develops, however, it 

need not run its full course. 


The simplest method of treatment is to 


bathe the affected parts with alcohol, the 
best solvent of the oll. 

Of course, it is heresy to recommend aleo- 
hol in these post-Volsteadian days but since 
it is not used fer internal “lubrication” I 
trust my W.C.T.U. friends will forgive me 
in its recommendation. 

Even the demon rum may be put to some 
use, literally a case of the poison alcohol 
destroying the poison ivy or the poison oak. 

However, we shall grant, for the emer- 
gency, that the alcohol is not included in the 
kit. Then the ordinary alkali soap and wa- 
ter is just as effective. 

Caustic soaps or Epsom salts water will 
dissolve the adhering oil quite ably and thus 
prevent the full development of the poison- 
ing. | ‘ 

Of course, there are many other first aid 
principles which are particularly applicable 
for summer. 

The treatment of cuts and wounds, 
bruises, fractures, the care of persons in 
drowning accidents, the resuscitation of the 
unconscious, the treatment of fainting spells 
and similar first aid measures will be treat- 
ed with at some future time. 


A Japanese Eater of Raw Food 

We are always interested in knowing what 
our neighbor is doing. 

The following article, appearing in the 
magazine Nature's Path, describing the life 
of one Kakudo Yamashita, strikes a note of 
keen interest. 

Our oriental brethren have much to teach 
us in the way of dietetic sanity. 


' “Kakudo Yamashita, the Japanese care- 
taker of a cemetery near Tokio, finds that 
pine and cedar needles, daisies, and other 
flowers, grass, weeds and the leaves of trees 
are delicious and healthy foods when eaten 
raw. Although he is 79 years.old and has 
lived on such a diet for thirty-four years 
he is in splendid health and has a perfect 
set of teeth. 

“Yamashita refuses to eat anything that 
has béen cooked, uses no salt and drinks no 
tea, because they all, he claims, involve the 
use of fire. He 10 a strict believer in unfired 
food. 

“Asaka Maimuchi, a Tokio newspaper, 
quotes him as saying: ‘I live on an abso- 
lutely raw diet. For thirty-four years I have 
eaten no rice because it cannot be eaten 
raw.“ 

“Wheat on the other hand he relishes in 
a crushed state and mixed with water. He 
pointed out as reasons for his diet that of all 
the animals man ts the only one that cooks 
his food. All others eat theirs raw. Man 
talks a lot about calories and vitamins and 
still is subject to many diseases and has to 
maintain hospitals to care for the sick. 
T are no hospitals for the lower animals 

they are rarely ever sick because they 
eat their food in a raw state. The cooked 
food, this philgropher holds, ts the principal 
cause of man’s ills’ 

“Raw food he finds not only prevents die- 
eases, but keeps the teeth in fine condition,

lu summertime particularly, Nature show- 
ers upon us all her bounties in a munificent 
manner, unequaled at any other season. At 
this time all her flowers are in bud and blos- 
som and we can enjoy the fruits of her 
whole year’s labors. 


At this time, were we but to obey her 


primitive mandates, our bealth should be at 
its highest par. Disease should be foreign 


and unknown. Yet, unfortunately, this is 


not so. Consequently, it behooves us to deal 
with the real problems of summertime. 


Sunburn 


The first and most frequently encountered 
are the effects of the larger quantities and 
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greater W ot sunshine. Moderation 
being almost foreign to our natures when 
we indulge in sunshine, we take it “good and 
plenty” T 
It is nothing unusual for the average per- 
son, cooped in for a year, to go down to the 
beach on the first warm Sunday and roast 
his skin to a fine turn. | 
He reddens and blisters, becomes “lobster- 
faced” and freckled. No preparation has 
been made for the exposure. No adaptation 
has occurred. He gets a good stiff dose of 
sunburn and then is “cured” for the rest of 
the summer. 
If he had only “taken it easy” no such dis- 
astrous consequences would have occurred. 
The sunshine is good for us all but first 
We must become adapted to it. 
Sometimes the exposure is so severe as 
to cause prostration. Then, of course, it is 
necessary for the patient to take to bed and 
wait for the effects of the exposure to wear 
off. 
It the burn is very severe, it should be 
bathed in olive oll or in glycerine. Cold 
compresses should be applied in repeated 
succession until all the fever has been re- 
moved. 
If it is milder, time is the best agent. 
Perspjration 
Durtas the summer-time the skin is more 
active than at any other period of the year. 
Whatever waste or impurities are in it tend 
to come out. 
Skin eruptions are more common “fhen 
because of this skin activity. 
With many, perspiration is almost impos- 


- gible, so tightly clogged and contracted are 


the millions of skin pores. The result is 
that the poisons, instead of escaping through 
their natural channels, form in colonies and 
in groupg where bacteria attack them and 
we have the characteristic skin eruption. 
Skin Eruptions

Young Chauncey M. Depew 1s now aged 
Chauncey M. Depew, resting on the recol- 
lection of a distinguished career in law 
and in politics, but considering present-day 
problems with a youthful freshness of mind 
that makes him one of the wonders of the 
age. One wonders where his career might 
have taken him if George William Curtis 


hadn't failed to keep an engagement in 


Peekskill, N. Y., in the fall of 1856. 

The Peekskill committee wrote the 
chairman of the State committee telling 
him about the fledgling orator. Back came 
a letter to Chauncey Depew. It offered 
him a series of speaking engagements that 
would cover the whole State. In one jump 
he attained a State-wide reputation. 

Depew was admitted to the bar in 1858. 
In 1861, while he was absent from the State, 


his district nominated him for the State 


Assembly, His first news of the nomina- 
tion reached him when he got off the train 
in Peekskill. 


It was a surprise and a puzzling one, too, 
for he could expect no financial aid from 
his father, and he had little money himself. 
But, with expenses of less than $100, he 
fought his way to victory. | 

Two years later the caucus of Republican 
members picked Depew for speaker, but 
the Assembly was a tie. In this situa- 
tion T. C. Callicot, a Democratic member 


who wanted to be speaker, proposed to De- 


pew a trade whereby the Republicans would 
give him the speakershib and obtain there 
by the election of a Republican United 
States Senator. 


Col. John Van Buren and Saxton Smith, 
two other Democratic members, heartag of 
this proposal, offered to elect Depew speak- 
er if he would reject Callicot’s proposition. 
But, although he was ambitious for the 
office, he surrendered his hopes so that 
President Lincoln might have the support 
of another Senator from New York. 


That night party leaders gave a big re- 


ception for young Depew. He was: eulogized 
and complimented on all sides. His act of 
sacrifice made him a national figure. 


The net result was that in 1863, when he 
was but 29, he was elected a State Secre- 
tary of State. 

Meantime he had been making big strides 
in his law practice. One day in 1866 old 
Commodore Vanderbilt sent for him. 

“Mr. Depew,” he said, “I want to offer 
you the attorneyship for the New York and 
Hariem Railroad.” 


“But, Mr. Vanderbilt, I have just been 
nominated and confirmed United States 
Minister to Japan.” ' 

The Commodore was not interested in 
this. 

“But the salary you offer me,” persisted 
Depew, “is less than I would get as minis- 
ter. It would be seven thousand, five hun- 
dred dollars, with an outfit of nine thou- 
sand.” 

“Don't be a dammed fool,” said Vander- 
bilt. “There is nothing in politics; rail-

Depew did not go to Japan. Instead, he 
became one of the biggest railway attor- 
neys of his day and ultimately president of 
the New York Central lines. In 1899 he 
was elected to the United States Senate, 
where he served for twelve years.

N THE casei it has an official name—

There is so much of sameness and stan- 
rdization among newly baiit places, but in 
public park or the public playgrounds, 


ere is a most interesting opportunity for 


ch city to attain individual distinction. 
ontebello is developing a most attractive 
unicipal park: Santa Monica has a delight- 


fully placed public garden that runs along 
the bluff overlooking the ocean. Sierra 
Madre has an actively going project in her 
new botanic garden, but a very beautiful 


canyon, much nearer the town which could 


have been a place of unusual beauty was 
lost as a public park, bought for compara- 
tively little and cut up into tiny boldings. 
In the old days, the bauns of marriage 
were called in church for three weeks in 
succession and a chance given at the cere. 
mony for any one who knew of just impedi- 
ment to “speak now or else hereafter hold 
his peace. It would not be a bad idea if 
real estate changes were so announced and 
citizens given an opportunity to register 
objections. At all events, it's not a bad idea 
for the local garden club to take note of 
picturesque and interesting places and of 
beautiful trees in the town, to find out if 
these are endangered and take steps to in- 
sure their safety for generations to come. 


The venerable S. B. Parsons, a figure in 
horticulture years ago, said when the Fox 
oaks of his native town of Flushing, Long 
Island, were destroyed magnificent trees 
under which the Quaker, George Fox, had 
preached: “They would not have done it 
had I been here!” He tad no legal right to 
stop the business of cutting down the trees 
any more than any other citizen of Flushing, 
but he meant that he would have written to 
the village paper, have seen people, and 
hive stirred up so much agitation that the 
city fathers would have seen the wisdom of 
letting their new street curve a bit and kept 
the ancient landmark and the town’s histor- 
ical treasure. In this matter of keeping 
beauty for the public a little prevention of 
destruction is worth many dollars 
of cure. 

Green spaces saved in the heart of a 
town are of more value than on the out- 
skirts. Boston’s Common and Public Gar- 
den make a delightful resting spot in the 
heart of the city, but these never would 
have been saved to present day Bostonians 
had the few acres not been securely tied up 
legally and reserved, not as a park, but as a 
cow-pasture, to be so retained that all per- 
sons dwelling nearby might there pasture 
their cows.

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What Trucks Are Doing for Agriculture 


RUCK transportatation ald its influence Railroads 7 Their H oid Full Handling Long Hauls—Trucks Have 
Opened Up and Support New Growing Districts Checking se 
on the Movement a Difficult Job 


on agricultural development is a most 
engaging subject for study. During the past 
decade, there has been a growing depend- 


~ance on the truck both on the farm, and 


also as a common carrier throughout the 
United States. But in no other section of 
the country has this factor influenced pro- 
duction and the marketing of agricultural 
products as it has in Southern California. 
Many of our farming districts are almost 
entirely dependent on truck transportation 
for their inception and the maintenance of 
their stability. 

This statement should not be understood to 


infer that the railroads are taking a less im- 


portant place in relation to agricultural de- 
velopment. The 115,000 carloads of fruits 
and vegetables, together with thousands of 
cars of other agricultural commodities load- 
ed in and transported from the ten southern 


counties of California last year prove that 


the rail lines are continuing to make 
possible the existence of our agricultural 
industries under the terrific increases 
known in production. But it is true, never- 
theless, that each year, records skow an in- 
creasing volume of agricultural commodities 
destined for local markets hauled by truck. 
And it must be remembered that nearly all 
of the perishable tonnage handled by the 
railroads is transported to the car door by 
truck, 


There are several very obvious reasons for 
the development of truck transportation in 
agriculture, but by far the most important is 
our highway and county road system. The 
veritable network of good roads leading into 
the Los Angeles basin from the producing 
districts has,made even remote districts ac- 
cessfble, and hauls of unusual distance are 
not only possible but profitable both to the 
om and the truck line as a common car- 

er. 
operate under the California Railroad Com- 
mission and their rates are fixed by it. And 
it can be said right here that good roads are 


-one of the acquired advantages of this re- 


gion which have in many ways had a vast 
influence on our agricultural, development, 
not only from a practical standpoint, but in 
advancing the farmer's social welfare. Of 
course the great increase in the population 
of Los Angeles and nearby cities has accen- 
tuated the demand for agricultural commo 
dities and encouraged the development of 
food production as near at hand as possible. 


HARD TO ESTIMATE 


Proof of the growing dependence upon the 
truck as a common carrier as well as its 


greater use in the handling of agricultural 


commodities is seen in the recent carlot un- 
load report for Los Angeles, issued by 
Homer A. Harris, local representative of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Eeonomics, United 
States Department of Agriculture. This sur- 
vey shows that in 1926 railroads and boat 
carriers brought into this city 22,255 car- 
loads of fruits vegetables and melons. 
These did not include’ truck receipts, as no 
satisfactory means has yet been devised by 
which the volume of this movement can be 
recorded. Yet Mr. Harris declares that frag- 
mentary records covering truck movement 
for certain commodities to the Los Angeles 
market over limited periods of time indicate 
that truck reeeipts of fruits, vegetables and 
melons were not less than twice the volume 
received by rail, or approximately 45,000 
cars. 

Mr. Harris goes on to say that nearly 100 
per cent of the lemons, oranges, grapefruit, 
berries, cauliflower, green corn and rhubarb, 
and substantial portions of the grapes, 
peaches, pears, lettuce, onions, sweet pota- 
toes, cabbage, potatoes, beans, tomatoes, as- 
paragus, squash and watermelons are re- 


ceived by truck. Practically the entire sup- 


ply of bunched vegetables, including beets, 
carrots, turnips, spinach, radishes and green 
onions are brought in by farmer’s trucks. 
If we seek a way to get an approximate 
check on the volume of any commodity com- 
ing into this market by truck, one of the 
best methods is to select a city in the Bast 
of the same population as Los Angeles, tak- 
ing a commodity not produced in their im- 
mediate territory and compare their carlot 
unloads with those of this city, as reported 
by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics. 
For instance, in 1926, Los Angeles received 
by rail but 83 carloads of oranges, while De- 
troit ved 2013 cars of this fruit, And if 
we cons the fact that people here are 
heavier per capita consumers of oranges, the

for many commodities, and receipts by rail 
on this market in proportion to truck re- 
ceipts are shown to be decreasing each year. 

There are many specific cates where the 


truck is playing an important part in local 


distribution. Each year, a check is made 
by the Los Angeles and Kern county horti- 
cultural commissioners on the truck ship- 
ments of grapes over the Ridge Route, from 
the San Joaquin Valley into the Los Angeles 
basin. This station is maintained for stand- 
ardization enforcement and is continued 
only for a month or six.weeks during the 
early part of the season, but at this writing, 
eatly in the deal, 9000 lugs of grapes are 
passing every twenty-four hours. As for the 
volume of grapes and other fruits and veg- 
tables coming into Los Angeles from the 
San Joaquin Valley; the annual report of 
Whit C. Barber, Kern county horticultural 
commissioner, shows that the equivalent of 
1128 carloads, or approximately one-sixth of 
the total 1926 perishable production of this 
one county alone, moved by truck into the 


Los Angeles basin; ‘In addition to this, 667 
carloads of cotton were tricked into Los An- 
geles from this valley in 1926. Other coun- 
ties to the north of Kern county are using 
this market and the truck as a carrier more 
and more each year. 


OVER HALF THE HAY 


Another wide use of truck transportation 
is in the Hay business. Recently the writer 
secured some estimates covering the produc- 
tion for transportation of alfalfa hay des- 
tined for the Los Angeles basin market. It 
was figured that each year, this area con- 
sumes around 236,000 tons of alfalfa from 
other districts, brought in by both rail and 
truck. Of this total, approximately 120,000 
tons are hauled by truck. Going over the 
origin of our supply, we find that each year 
Antelope Valley puts close to 50,000 tons of 
alfalfa into the Los Angeles basin, none of 


which is handled by rail. San Fernando Val-- 


ley now produces close to 25,000 tons which 
is distributed throughout the dairy districts

Ironing Out Some of the Wrinkles for 
Southland Cauliflower Growers 


By F. H. ERNST, Agricultural 


~ AULIFLOWER is a crop of consider- 
C able economic importance in Califor- 

mla. In 1926, 3850 carloads were 
shipped out of the State, whereas the out- 
put for the entire country was only 5280 
carloads. These figures do not take into 
account the amougt consumed locally or 
that which is ship out in cars of mixed 
vegetables to centers of small consumption. 

The cauliflower crop is essentially suited 
to areas with moderate to cool, moist tem- 
peratures, especially during the latter part 
of the growing period, and for this reason 
the crop is localized quite largely along the 


coast. The principal areas of production 


in Los ‘Angeles county have always been 
around Artesia, Norwalk, Long Beach, 
Compton, Bl Monte and Venice. 

Los Angeles county cauliflower growers 
have had hard sledding at times because of 
increasing costs of production and because 
of competition with new production areas 
like those near Santa Maria and Ventura. 
An excellent local market has, however, 
compensated for some of these difficulties. 
The industry seems at present to be large- 
ly in the hands of experienced growers who 
have been growing the crop for years. It 
has been repeatedly shown that cauliflower 
is not easy to grow successfully and that ex- 
perience plus close supervision are neces- 


SNOWBALL COMES FIRST 
Local growerg are now in the midst of 


seeding seed beds and of managing those 


already planted. Beginning with the Snow- 
ball as the earliest local variety, the vari- 
ous strains of Pearl and the Broccoli are 
planted so that the harvest may be con- 
tinued throughout the fall, winter and early, 
spring ‘Months. “They

beds is usually done about August 15 and 
by that time all of the Snowball and some 
of the early Pearl have been transplanted 
into the field. Some of the growers plant 
only one variety, usually one of the Peari 
strains. The medium Pearl is seeded dur- 
ing July and transplanted the last of Aug- 
ust and early. September. D. L. Frampton 
of Artesia has found this plan to work in 
splendidly with early spring potatoes. His 
soil is a sandy loam, well drained, and harv- 
esting can be done whether it rains or not. 
In very heavy soils it may prove difficult to 
harvest the crop if medium varieties are 


planted to mature during December on ac- 


count of the wet sticky soil conditions. 


Growers all agree that young plants in a 
seed bed should not be allowed to become 
stunted in growth for lack of plant food, 
water or through insect damage. Recent 
observations have shown some damage from 
thrips. In one nursery patch the growth of 
the young plants was being seriously stunt- 
ed because of the large numbers of these al- 
most microscopie insects which live. and 
feed almost entirely on the wndersides of 
the leaves. Thrips and aphids may be con- 
trolled by dusting with a 5 per cent nicotine 
sulphate dust. Where power dusters are 
used, Roy E. Campbell of the Burean of the 
Entomology, at Alhambra has found it an 
advantage to use a canvas sheet to trail be- 
hind the dusting boom so as to hold the 
dust close to the ground and around the 
plants. 

Mr. Frampton says it is best to irrigate 
the seed beds thoroughly, just before plant- 
ing the seed. Ifthe soil does not hold wa: 
ter well, the bed is irrigated frequently 
e to promote. . an even _and 2

production for outside sale in the Riverside 
county districts othér than Palo Verde Val- 
ley move in this way; Mojave River areas 
send in about 1000 tons annually by truck; 
and the Imperial Valley each season ships 
25.000 tons of alfalfa into the local market 
over the highway. In other words, about 52 
per cent of the alfalfa brought into the Los 
Angeles basin is moved by motor truck, 
much of it from a distance of from 100 to 
200 miles. The bulk of the rail movement 
into Los Angeles is the 50,000 tons from the 
San Joaquin Valley and 50,000 tons from Im- 
perial Valley. 

Another interesting development in truck 
transportation is the handling of Antelope 
Valley pears. A few years ago, almost the 
entire production of the best quality went 
east, simply because it was known that the 
fruit in this district was of extremely good 
keeping quality. But with the increasing 
production of pears in the shipping districts 
of the north and the new demand in the Los 
Angeles area, Antelope Valley fruit was di- 
verted to this market, where, because of its 
quality, a market is found. From the 
4162 acres of pears in production in the val- 
ley each year, an average of around 300 
cars, or about 3000 tons of fruit moves into 
the Los Angeles area by the Mint Canyon 
road, an average of around eighty-five miles. 

This season saw the heavy use of the 
truck in transporting vegetables into Los 
Angeles from distant points. While a few 
cantaloupes have been brought in from the 
Imperial Valley by truck during the past 
season, this year the volume was increased 
almost 100 per cent and to this movement 
was blamed the serious market glut locally. 
It was estimated that early in the deal the 
equivalent of twenty-five garloads of canta- 
loupes were shipped ovef the highways to 
the Los Angeles and other Southern Cali- 
fornia markets daily. The other develop- 
ment of interest has been the movement of 
“dry-pack” lettuce from the Guadalupe area 
of Santa Barbara county into the Los An- 
geles basi During the*summer months, 
close-by fields do not produce enough lettuce 
to take care of the local demand and it has 
been the practice to take carlot shipments 
from the coastal sections. But this year it 
was found that lettuce could be packed 
“dry,” that is, without ice, and brought down 
to Los Angeles profitably» When dry- 
packed, the cost of delivering lettuce to 
the local trade is less than when the rails 
are used, and in spite of the 200-mile 
haul the lettuce arrives in good shape. 
At this writing, the equivalent of around ten 
or twelve cars of this salad crop is coming 
into Los Angeles from Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo counties. 


TRUCKING AND TRUCK CROPS 


The development of the out-of-season 
vegetable growing along the coast is almost 
directly traceable to the availability of truck 
transportation. Few of these districts have 
railroad facilities and the truck has made 
possible the widening of markets. This same 
situation obtains to a certain extent in vege- 
table growing for the Los Angeles market, 
or that part of it which is more properly 
called market gardening. With the rapid 
growth of the city, producing districts have 
been pushed farther and farther out, and 
where a few years ago the market gardener 
utilized old Dobbin, the truck, both private 
and operating as a common carrier, has * 


‘brought into wide use. . 


Fruit growers seeking cannery “patiets 
quite extensively 
in Southern California. ‘This is particularly 
true of the Ventura apricot growers, at least, 
those who sell to canners. The nearest can- 
neries are in San Fernando Valley, and each 
year quite a tonnage of fruit is brought 
down. And in some years, the Tehachapi 
pear crop comes down to the Los Angeles 
county canneries,. Chili and pimiento grow- 
ers of Orange county send almost -all of 
their canning peppers to Long Beach or Los 
Angeles over the highway. The volume of 
this movement is exceedingly large. 

Then, there is the use of the truck in long 
hauls for the dairy and live-stock industry. 
The recent report of Dr. WilHam Veit, Chief 
Milk Inspector of the Los Angeles city milk 
department, shows that the milk supply of 
Los Angeles approximates an average of 


170,965 gallons per day, produced by some 


31,078: cows in eight counties of Southern 
California, all within a radius of 200 miles. 
Almost the entire supply comes in over the 
highways by truck. In addition to this. 
trucks bring in 5000 gallons of 4% per cen:

HEMET.—Two years ago pentane vine 
was one of the real agricultural problems of 
ranchers in the Hemet-San Jacinto district. 
These weeds with their sharp-pointed seeds, 
ruined much hay and did great damage 
wherever they appeared. They spread rap- 
idly and were hard to eradicate. 

The farm bureau took the matter up and 
the agricultural committee of the met- 
San Jacinto Kiwanis Club undertook to aid 
in the work which centered in the office of 


the county horticultural commissioner. City 


authorities co-operated by detailing men to 
root up and burn all the puncture yee 
found inside the municipal limits. 

These combined efforts have been suc- 
cessful and now puncture vine is found here 
only in negligible quantities. If the eradica- 
tion program is continued, it is believed 
that in another year or so this pest will be 
entirely exterminated. A continued fight 
against the noxious weed is regarded as 
necessary to justify the work already done. 
Puncture vine germinates seven times in 


a single season. A vine of average size 


produces from 750 to 1000 seeds at each ger- 
mination. Oil sprays have been used princi- 
pally in the work of destruction.

22 and 23, and it developed during this 
gathering that it was in San Diego where 
the first demonstrational work in nutr‘t*on 
was done eight years ago by this organiza- 
tion, which has since come to be such an 
important factor in the dairy tndustry of 
the State. 


The meeting provoked more than usual 
attention because of the place on the pro- 
gram given to Dr. R. B. McCollum of Johns- 
Hopkins University whose name is almost 
synonymous with the vitamin theory. It Is 
always fitting and proper that Dr. McCol- 
lum should meet with the dalry interests, 
for it is through his research work in inves- 
tigating the relative value of foods that the 
-paesent-day knowledge of the dietetic value 
of milk and its products is known. ; 

Dr. McCollum’s message was a quiet but 
very straightforward and forceful criticism 
of the dairymen for their failure to take ad- 
vantage of the scientific findings which have 
been laid before the dairy industry. He 
did not mince hig words in stating his be- 
lief that if the men in any other industry 
had been favored with the findings of 
science as to their particular product in 
like proportion to the dairymen, they would 
have made far more use of it. Dr. McCol- 
lum, however, did credit the National Coun- 
ell and its State units with carrying on a 
splendid work, not only in the interests of 
the industry, but of humanity as well, and 
only regretted the fact that sufficient finan- 
cial support had not been forthcoming to 
permit of more fundamental research, and 
the exte n of the teaching of nutrition 
values. He then turned for a brief space 
from the field of chemistry and nutrition to 
economics, gave the dairymen a good spank- 
ing and made them like it. |

Puts Rubber Heels on 
Its Horses

ROSEMEAD. —That the trend of agricul- 
ture in Los Angeles county has in succes 
sive stages been toward more intensive cul- 
ture is clearly emphasized in the dcevelop- 
ment of the Frank Webb place, 830 Rose 
mead Avenue, just north of the Valley t«ule- 
vard. During the past twenty years, this 
district has seen the transition of agricul- 
tural production from the grain and hay era 
to the t mall farm, and while the Webb 
ing has remained intact, the type of agricei- 
tural production on the place has changed 
with the district’s trend. Today it is one 
of the model berry plantings in Southern 
California. 

Frank Webb came to California from 
his native State, Kentucky, in 1895 


with but $20 in his pocket and a desire to 
learn our ways in agriculture, After several 
years experience on large ranches he decid- 
ed that he could handle acreage of his own.

Specializing in raspberries, Mr. Webb has 
planted the Cuthbert for the early season, 
and, for a later variety, the Casberry, said

planting on the Boos Brothers berry farm 
at San Gabriel about fifteen years ago. It 
was only available to other planters four or 
five years ago, Mr. Webb says. This berry 
is extremely vigorous, bears the second year 
and, according to Mr. Webb, is more prolific 
than any other sort that he has tried out. 
It begins to ripen around the first of July, 
when the Cuthbert has about ceased to pro- 
duce, and Mr. Webb has picked until as late 
as September 1. The fruit is a bit dryer 
than the Cuthbert, but the keeping quality 
has been found to be better than most oth- 
er red raspberries. Ripening when it does, 
this sort finds a ready market and brings 
good prices. 

Mr. Webb has found it profitable to re 
new his plantings of raspberries every five 
years, at least. Few raspberries will hold 
up longer than this, anywav. Each year, he 
has new plantings of each sort coming into 


bearing, and for this reason he is able to 


maintain an even production from year to 
year. And because of his methods in hand- 
ling berries, there is plenty to do on the 
place every month of the year. 

Nearly every berry grower has his own 
way of handling raspberries, although there 
are fundamentals in pruning and care that 
cannot be violated. Mr. Webb grows them 
somewhat after the “linear” system as used 
in the State of Washington. Plants are set 
about eighteen inches apart in rows six feet 
across. Then they are supported by a 2-wire 
trellis on a single stake system. The Cuth- 
berts are pruned out somewhat in May, and 
immediately after the picking season, the 
plants are cut back, and all the dead wood 
and old fruiting canes removed, leaving a 
dozen or more young canes. Then, in Aug- 
ust, the young canes are thinned down to 
the three or four strongest. To insure the 
proper development of fruiting laterals, the

Fruitful Farming Followed 


By IVA M MeFADDEN 


HE LEVEL lands of Orange county, 
8 5 about Tustin, Santa Ana and Orange, 

have long been acquainted with farm- 
ing in some form. Back in the seventies 
and eighties grapes were grown extensively 
and grape-growing here was a promising in- 
dustry. The McPherson Brothers, who in 
the seventies, made their first planting near 
McPherson, developed their vineyard so 
rapidly that presently Robert McPherson, 
then the largest grower in Orange county 
was also the largest packer and dealer not 
only in his district, but also in the State. 
But in the period 1887-1891 came the de 
struction of vineyards by the deadly phy). 
loxera, and by the rather obscure “Anaheim 
disease,” which affected chiefly and only 
the vineyards in that locality. Most of the 
Orange county growers were completely 
disheartened, dug up their vineyards and, 
like their neighbors, planted citrus or- 
chards. 

For all this activity in the lowlands, the 
hills were untouched, Folk of Santa Ana 
and Tustin could look over to them and see 
them as much the haunt of rabbit and quail 
as in the days of the pioneers. The only 
ones who utilized them were the boys who, 
in vacation time hunted birds and rabbits 
over this remaining wilderness. 


HE HAD VISION 


But one man living in the valley, with a 
real passion for conquering new worlds, had 
a different conception of the hills; he saw 
them put to use as intensively as any cth- 
er part of agriculturally active Orange 
county. C. E. Utt, known affectionately in 
the neighborhood as “Ed,” lived in Tustin, a 
true old-timer, having lived there fifty years. 
The hilis challenged his imagination: he 
saw them—rugged, cactus-covered wastes, 
not as they were, byt covered instead with 
emerald groves and luxuriant vineyards. 
The climate was mild; citrus fruit certain- 
ly should grow on the slopes; the pos-fbili- 
ties were there if the trick could be turned. 

But the trick was to get a water supply. 

Sherman Stephens, Mr: Utt’s partner in 
other ventures, algo had faith m the agricul- 
tural possibilities of the hills. But to ac 
quire immediate control of. the hills, takes 
more capital than most men possess. Of 
course local men were incredulous. When 
was a prophet. or seer of visions taken seri- 
ously in his home community? 

“Pump water up those hills for farming 
purposes? What an idea!” 

Finally, however, eastern capital was in- 
terested, it may be because many an east- 
ern financier was raised on a steep hill farm 
and accustomed to the sight of climbing or 
chards. 

In 1010, they bought some 1000 acres of 
hill land, past of the great Irvine Ranch 
which originally comprised no less than 
105,000 acres. In 1911, water was de 
veloped and then all went on rapidly with 
surveying and clearing away of brush. Roads 
were built, winding in and about among the

developed in the valley and was “boosted” 
up the hülle, but not stored in reservoirs; 
it was then and still is, taken from the 
mains throughout the system wherever nec- 
essary. For domestie use alone, Mr. Utt 
built a small reservoir on top of the highest 
ridge. Cultiva and irrigati are a bit 
more expensive than on level „ but 
so far smudge-pots are unknown. Toma- 
toes weathered the 1913 freeze. Bananas 
and mangoes have fruited, and avocados do 
exceptionatly well. 
IT GETS POPULAR 

Of course, as soon as the feasibility of the 
idea was evident, other people became in- 
terested, and as early as 1910 some of the 
bolder spirits began buying land. By 1912, 
a major portion of the holdings had been 
disposed of, Mr. Stephens withdrawing en- 
tirely, and Mr. Utt, retaining only about 
200 acres. 
board subdividing was practised. Mr. Utt 


picked desirable homesites and reserved 1 
them for homes, visualizing the dwellings 


which should occupy such situations. 

Mr. Utt’s own home is just built on the 
highest point of the hills—a mansion of 
Spanish architecture, with patio and rose 
garden already completed. From it one 
looks over the wide domain of the Irvine 
Ranch, toward the south; westward to the 
ocean and Catalina, with the cities of Tus- 
tin and Santa Ana lying outspread far be- 
low and northward over emerald-clad slopes 
where citrus groves cover the hills. Mr. 
Utt is bringing grape growing back: no less 
than 140 acres of grapes are planted to con- 
tour on a slope as yet unclaimed by citrus. 
The planting to contour is a refreshing va- 
riation from the usual inevitable checker- 
board formation and a diettnct pleasure to 
the eye. 

C. E. Marcy of Chicago who bought quite 
early from Mr. Utt now has some 1500 acres 
of the hill land, including some hills reach- 
ing 900 feet in height. His 500 acres of 
grape fruit, oranges, lemons, walnuts, per- 
simmons and avocados are charmingly 
placed; ten acres are park—and a lovely 
park. The drive winds up and up around 
the hill, and then one may climb still far- 
ther through an arbor of wistaria and roses, 
to a high open space where is a reservoir 
that has a decorative aspect, and from here 
one looks over a wide prospect— the or- 
chards and groves below spread out as in a 
vast amphitheater. Many curious and in- 
teresting trees and plants are here, all ac- 
curately labeled, and the place may well be 
some day a botanic garden. For the irriga- 
tion of the groves and orchards, water de- 
veloped in the valley is pumped up to the 
heights to a reservoir that holds 1,500,000 
gallons of water. | 

For the marketing of the citrus crops, 
down in the valley, near the railroad tracks, 
under the name of the Golden West Citrus 
Association, co-operative packing houses are 
maintained. 

To see real estate development and agri-

It is reported that, 
due to aphis infestations, the potato yield 
in most of the potato-growing sections of 
the State has been lighter than usual. 

J. J. Siemens of Shafter has had twenty- 
four acres planted to potatoes and on some 
of the tract he secured 108 sacks. He re- 
ceived 4 cents straight and he reports that 
his spuds brought him $7850. Bob New- 
man who had over 100 acres in potatoes 
states that he received $3.75 per hundred 
for his entire crop. Forty acres harvested 
150 Sacks to the acre, he says, and he claims 
a net profit of $23,000. Milton Lohr reports 
that He had fifteen acres in potatoes this 
year; his first car brought him $1103, the 
second $1467, the third $1136, and the fourth 
$822. Ed Kobenstetter is said to have had 
some of the largest and finest potatoes 
grown in this section and his fields ran 
from 120 to 180 sacks to the acre. He says 
that his potatoes brought him a good profit. 

The growers of the district are making 
their plans for next year’s crop already and 
ie is believed that the acreage planted for 
the 1928 digging will be fully as large as 
that of this year, and probably larger.
